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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 

basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the dale of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-3, 8-10, 12-13 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Munoz et al. (US 5,383,844). Munoz et al. (hereinafter Munoz) discloses a forelimb brace 
which immobilized the wrist in a predetermined flexion position having a joint subassembly that 
pivotally attaches proximal support shell (10) and a distal support shell (32) that has an 
adjustable forearm anchoring mechanism which tensions the brace when worn. A adjustable 
wrist anchoring mechanism (58) is integrated with the proximal support shell. Further, a 
adjustable palmar grip anchoring mechanism (52) is integrated with the proximal support as 
shown in figures 1 and 4. Also, inner support layer (18,40) is provided within the proximal and 
distal shells, respectively. The pivotal movement between the proximal shell and the distal shell 
are restricted by a proximal stop (22) and a distal stop (36) as shown in figure 2. Furthermore, a 
retaining ring (25) is attached to the proximal shell having straps (12, 14) attached by hook and 
loop material, col. 3, lines 1-5. A buckle (48) is integrated with the proximal shell with belt 
having fastening means (50). 
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Response to Amendment 

3 . The amendment and arguments filed on November 2 1 , 2008 has been considered. In view 
of such, the objection to the specification and 1 12-2nd rejection has been withdrawn. However, a 
newly discovered prior art has prompted this office action to be made new non-final. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 4-7 and 14 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims.
